1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: During the pre- 
Appeal Conference it was determined that the 101 rejection is not valid because the difference of 
"analyzing the regions having abnormal structure to identify regions having a high degree of 
abnormality" was not an inherent element and after updating the search it was determined that 
this feature is also not an obvious modification. For the same reasons the provisional double 
patenting rejection of claim 13 was also withdrawn.
